Countdown on for old 
Corn Exchange future 
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COUNCILLORS have just three 
weeks to decide whether to try and 
buy an historic town centre land¬ 
mark. 

The derelict Corn Exchange in 
Haverhill’s Withersfield Road has 
been crumbling for years. 

But interest from an external 
buyer triggered a six-week count¬ 
down for the town council to 
choose whether to make a bid on 
the property. But councillors have 
been told about this with just three 
weeks left. 

At a Haverhill Town Council 
meeting on Tuesday night, town 
clerk Colin Poole said: “Unfortu¬ 
nately ... six weeks’ notice, that 
started three weeks ago. It’s taken 
that long for the borough to agree 
that it has started at all, so we only 
have three weeks left.” 

A campaign two years ago to get 
the Corn Exchange turned into a 
heritage centre was not successful. 
Other uses suggested for it include 
a registry office or an arts venue 
like the John Peel Centre in Stow- 
market, which is housed in a for¬ 
mer Corn Exchange. 


Mayor of Haverhill Cllr Betty 
McLatchy said after the meeting: 
“It depends how far the [private 
buyers] have got and if it’s genuine 
community use - we don’t want it 
turned into flats. I really would like 
it for a registry office.” 

Haverhill Town Council has 
agreed to hold an extraordinary 
meeting to discuss whether to 


make a bid on the property. 

Roy Brazier, of the Haverhill His¬ 
tory Group, said: “There’s not many 
of the old buildings left, and if some 
private people buy it, it would prob¬ 
ably be pulled down and turned 
into flats.” 

Both he and Cllr McLatchy ex¬ 
pressed concern that if the building 
was left in its derelict state much

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longer it would soon be unusable. 

Cllr McLatchy said: “It’s just fall¬ 
ing down, and this winter a lot of 
rain’s gone in.” 

The building has smashed win¬ 
dows and vegetation growing from 
the brickwork. 

The town council has already 
commissioned a survey to see if it 
is feasible for them to buy the Corn 


Exchange, and was set to discuss 
placing a bid on the propety on 
April 26 - but that date is now the 
deadline for the council to decide. 

Mr Poole said the issue to con¬ 
sider was whether the cost involved 
in running an arts venue, heritage 
centre or community hall would be 
good value for taxpayers’ money. 

He said: “We are going to have to 
weigh all those things very carefully 
to decide whether or not we can af¬ 
ford them.” 

A borough council spokesperson 
said: “The town council has been 
aware for some time that the site 
was likely to be sold. The borough 
council were officially made aware 
on March 15, 2016, of the owner’s 
intention to sell but needed time to 
resolve a legal issue before the town 
council could be informed. 

“This did eat into the initial six 
week period in which Haverhill 
Town Council simply needs to de¬ 
cide if it wishes to make a bid for 
the site. The end of the initial pe¬ 
riod is April 26 and we do not have 
any power or discretion to extend 
this period.” 

The public meeting about wheth¬ 
er to bid will take place at the arts 
centre at 7pm on April 18.

Students star 
in film about 
mental health 


HAVERHILL students have 
created a short film which is 
set to be rolled out in school 
assemblies across the coun¬ 
ty. 

Students at Samuel Ward 
Academy in Chalkstone Way 
worked with a professional 
screenwriter and film-mak¬ 
er to create Mind: Your Lan¬ 
guage, a film that aims to 
raise awareness of mental 
health issues and the way 
they are talked about. 

The school was initially 
contacted about the project 
by Suffolk County Coun¬ 
cil’s public health manager 
Chris Pyburn. 

Samuel Ward teacher Pat 
Stalker said: “We thought it 
was just such a great oppor¬ 
tunity, with mental health 
issues increasingly at the 
fore, and rightly so. 

“As a school that takes 
these things really seriously, 
we are just happy to support 
something to raise aware¬ 
ness.” 

The nine Year 9 and 10 dra¬ 
ma students who appeared 
in the film also worked with 
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members of the Norfolk and 
Suffolk NHS Foundation 
Trust youth council, and 
mental health nurse Emma 
Corlett, who works with the 
youth council. 

The Samuel Ward stu¬ 
dents and the youth coun¬ 
cillors gave up three week¬ 
ends to brainstorm ideas for 
the film, building on their 
own experiences, and to 
shoot it at the school. 

Writer Molly Naylor, who 
worked for BBC Radio 4, 
The Royal Shakespeare 
Company and on Sky 1 sit¬ 
com After Hours, used the 
students’ ideas to create a 
script, which was shot by 
film-maker Dave Guttridge 
at locations around the 
school. 

Mrs Stalker said: “The op¬ 
portunity to write scripts 
with somebody who gets 
paid to write scripts and in 
addition to work with the 
creative talent that is Dave 
is a chance in a million. The 


kindness that they showed 
to our students - they were 
very complimentary. 

“We all learnt lots. Just a 
chance in a million.” 

The film is one of six be¬ 
ing produced this year on 
different health topics as 
part of a Suffolk County 
Council programme. It is 
set to be sent out to schools 
across Norfolk and Suffolk 
to be played in assemblies, 
Mrs Stalker said. 

A spokeswoman for Suf¬ 
folk County Council said: 
“The project is the result of 
joint work between Suffolk 
County Council, Norfolk 
and Suffolk NHS Founda¬ 
tion Trust and the Samuel 
Ward Academy. 

“It has been developed 
as one of the public health 
team’s six campaigns for 
2015/16, which cover a 
range of subjects from men’s 
health to physical activity 
and debt management.” 

The film is set to be of¬ 
ficially launched with a 
screening at Haverhill Arts 
Centre on April 19.

Historic cottage saved 
by inspector’s decision 


HANNAH MIRSKY 
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A 200-YEAR-OLD cottage 
has been saved from pos¬ 
sible demolition by a plan¬ 
ning inspector’s decision de¬ 
scribed as “terrific news”. 

A planning inspector’s 
report published on Fri¬ 
day states that building on 
the site of Flint Cottage in 
Haverhill’s Bumpstead Road 
would cause “a significantly 
harmful effect on the char¬ 
acter and appearance of the 
surrounding area”. 

The cottage, which has 
stood since at least 1835, 
was put under threat when 
its owner Kenneth Dobinson 
submitted an application to 
build seven homes on the 
site last June. 

After a campaign by resi¬ 
dents to save the building, 
the application was rejected 
by St Edmundsbury Borough 
Council on October 1. 

But Mr Dobinson ap¬ 
pealed against the decision. 

Last week’s report by plan¬ 
ning inspector David Spen¬ 
cer dismissed the appeal. 
He stated that while the flats 
would provide “acceptable 
living conditions” for other 
residents, they would cause 
“significant harm” to the 
character of the area. 

Mr Spencer highlighted 
the “spacious, verdant char¬ 
acter” of the area behind 
Flint Cottage. He said that 
this green space would be 
significantly harmed by any 
in-depth development on 
the site even if - as Mr Dob¬ 
inson suggested - the plans 
were altered so that the cot¬ 
tage was not demolished. 

Town councillor Jason 
Crooks said that both the

Call to keep 
dogs on lead 
after attacks 


POLICE are warning dog walkers to 
keep their pets on leads after an in¬ 
crease in the number of dangerous 
dog incidents in Haverhill. 

The warning comes after the latest 
such incident, which took place last 
Thursday, March 31, when a Shih 
Tzu was injured by another dog. 

The injured dog was being walked 
on a lead on the old railway path in 
Haverhill between New Cangle Pri¬ 
mary School and Arrendene Road at 
around 5.35pm when a black Staf¬ 
fordshire Bull Terrier with a collar 
but no lead came up. 

The Staffordshire Bull Terrier bit 
the Shih Tzu leaving a puncture 
wound. 

Although the owner of the black 
dog spoke to the Shih Tzu’s owner, 
he did not leave details and police 
are appealing for him to come for¬ 
ward. 

Sgt Matt Gilbert, of Haverhill po¬ 
lice, said: “We have had it on a week¬ 
ly basis with dog-on-dog incidents. 
I think a lot of people are walking 
their dogs without leads and this is 
becoming more common.” 

He said there had also been inci¬ 
dents where people were injured 
by dogs not on leads. He urged dog 
walkers to keep their pets on leads if 
there was a chance they could injure 
other dogs or people. 

The owner of the black dog can 
call Haverhill police on 101. 


town council and individual 
residents in the area had 
submitted comments to the 
appeal. Residents also cam¬ 
paigned against the origi¬ 
nal application, submitting 
comments and starting an 
online petition which was 
signed by 952 people. 

Cllr Crooks continued: 
“This is absolutely terrific 
news and well done to the 
residents for standing col¬ 
lectively together to fight the 
application.” 

Flint Cottage had previ¬ 
ously been a listed building 
but was delisted after ex¬ 
tensive renovations in the 
1960s. Concerns voiced by 
councillors and residents in¬ 
cluded the loss of a piece of 


the town’s heritage if the cot¬ 
tage was demolished. 

Cllr Crooks said: “Wher¬ 
ever historic Haverhill is 
threatened, we have got to 
fight to preserve it all the 
time.” 

At a meeting with Haver¬ 
hill Town Council last year, 
Mr Dobinson said that the 
proposal to demolish Flint 
Cottage was “forced on us” 
after Suffolk Highwas object¬ 
ed to a previous application 
to build flats in the garden. 

St Edmundsbury offic¬ 
ers had recommended last 
June’s application be ap¬ 
proved, but Mr Spencer 
wrote that the council “has 
not behaved unreasonably” 
in rejecting it.

Residents to vote 
in three elections 
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THREE elections are set to be 
held in Haverhill next month 
after the death of a respected 
borough and county council¬ 
lor. 

Residents in Haverhill are set 
to vote in elections to choose 
Suffolk’s new Police and Crime 
Commissioner (PCC), as well 
as electing a county councillor 
and a borough councillor on 
May 5. 

While the PCC elections 
have always been planned for 
early May, the council by-elec¬ 
tions became necessary after 
Cllr Tim Marks died in January 

Cllr Marks was a serving 
county councillor for the 
Haverhill Cangle division and 
borough councillor for Haver¬ 
hill North when he died aged 
78 during a planning commit¬ 
tee site visit on January 4. 

Around 350 people attended 
Cllr Marks’ funeral at St Mary’s 
Church in Haverhill’s Market 
Square. 

He had served on town, 
borough and county councils 
since 2003, served as Mayor

of St Edmundsbury in 2012/13 
and was involved in local or¬ 
ganisations including Haver¬ 
hill in Bloom and the town’s 
Safer Neighbourhood Team. 

Polling cards have already 
been sent out to residents for 
the PCC elections. Residents in 
Haverhill North should receive 
polling cards for the borough 
council election and those 
in Haverhill Cangle should 
receive polling cards for the 
county council by-election. 

The PCC is not a police offic¬ 
er, but a representative of the 


people who is responsible for 
holding the police to account, 
setting its strategic direction 
and ensuring that the voice of 
the public is heard. 

He or she also appoints and 
dismisses the force’s Chief 
Constable and decides how 
Suffolk police budget should 
be spent. 

Suffolk’s current PCC, Tim 
Passmore, was elected during 
the county’s first PCC elec¬ 
tions in November 2012. 

The deadline for nomina¬ 
tions for candidates for both 
the PCC and council elections 
was today.

A VILLAGE’S only pub has 
been saved from perma¬ 
nent closure after being 
bought by a young couple. 

Residents of Thurlow 
launched a campaign to 
save The Cock after its own¬ 
er put it up for sale. 

The pub closed its doors 
in February - but the prop¬ 
erty has now been bought 
by a couple who plan to 
reopen it. 

The campaign to save the 
17th-century coaching inn 
had even been backed by 
MP for West Suffolk, Mat¬ 
thew Hancock. 

He said: “I’m delighted 
that the Thurlow Cock will 
crow once again. The local 
community came together 
and put a huge amount of 
work in to ensure it stayed 
as a village pub. 

“The whole village send 
their best wishes to the new 
publicans and I look for¬ 
ward to seeing the pub reo- 
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pen its doors.” 

The Cock is set to be reo¬ 
pened by the start of May 
by new owners Alex and Re¬ 
becca Bourne. 

Mr Bourne said: “We de¬ 
cided to go down the route 
of a pub that’s more of an 
asset, open from eight in 
the morning as somewhere 
mums can have a cup of 
coffee.” 

As well as serving food 
and drinks, with a focus on 
quality ingredients and lo¬ 
cal breweries, the pub will 
have elements of a shop, 
selling both convenience 
items and homewares. 

A bid was also put in for 
the property by a commit¬ 
tee of villagers who raised 
funds by asking locals to 
invest in shares in the pub. 

But although Mr and Mrs 


Bourne’s bid for the pub was 
entirely independent of the 
community bid, those who 
campaigned to save the 
pub say they are delighted 
it will remain a functioning 
community space. 

Chair of the committee, 
Alison Coffey, said: “Our ba¬ 
sic aim was to save the pub 
and to have it open - as far 
as we are concerned, that’s 
great news.” 

The committee is set to 
meet the new pub owners 
to talk about their plans for 
the property. 

Another committee 
member, Lee Abbey, added: 
“To have a young couple 
come in with big aspira¬ 
tions for the pub is fantas¬ 
tic. 

“We are chuffed to bits 
that someone’s bought it 
and it’s carrying on as a 
pub. The fact that it isn’t go¬ 
ing to be a community pub 
isn’t a problem.”

New probe into 
dualling A1307 


CAMBRIDGE transport chiefs 
have agreed to carry out further 
investigation into the practi¬ 
calities of dualling the A1307 
between Haverhill and the city. 

The decision has quashed a 
“spat” between Suffolk busi¬ 
ness leaders and representa¬ 
tives of Cambridge City Deal 
- which published a report last 
month labelling the scheme 
“poor value for money”. 

At a City Deal board meeting 
in March, Jeremy Smith, head 
of transport and infrastructure 
policy and funding at Cam¬ 
bridgeshire County Council, 
agreed with campaigners that 
the first report was insufficient, 
and a more comprehensive 
look into traffic conditions was 
needed. 

The head of the Joint Assem¬ 
bly - which scrutinises the City 
Deal board - said its members 
felt new consultation should 
take into account the growth 
of Sawston and keep a focus on 
cycling and walking provision. 

Nick Burfield, policy advisor 
for Suffolk Chamber of Com¬ 
merce - which has led the cam-

paign to dual the A1307 - said 
he was “optimistic” at promises 
to investigate traffic conditions 
more. He said: “The Greater 
City Deal is for Cambridge, and 
the original report didn’t look 
much beyond the A11.” 

But now, “The City Deal 
board has been very positive 
about commissioning more 
work and they should be com¬ 
plemented for that,” he said, 
adding that the “spat” between 
the chamber and the City Deal 
board had come to an end. 

“Traffic flow counts will now 
be done. The original report 
didn’t include up-to-date traffic 
flowing figures. They will also 
revise the growth projects for 
Haverhill. 

“We want to see what the 
survey will say, but I can say for 
now that I’m more optimistic.” 

A spokesman for the City 
Deal said: “The Greater Cam¬ 
bridge City Deal aims to ac¬ 
celerate future growth in the 


city region by enhancing infra¬ 
structure, housing and skills. Its 
transport plans seek to make 
the best use of limited funds to 
make travel easier for the ma¬ 
jority of people in and around 
Cambridge and to support wid¬ 
er transport plans. 

“Earlier this month, the City 
Deal Executive Board agreed to 
explore possible improvements 
along the A1307 corridor, with 
a focus on the stretch between 
Fourwentways and Cambridge. 
In response to feedback, it was 
also agreed to commission with 
partners, further traffic surveys 
to gain an up-to-date picture 
of traffic levels and patterns 
between Haverhill and Cam¬ 
bridge. 

“People can find out more 
about the proposals and have 
their say during the public con¬ 
sultation period which is due to 
start in June.”

CUTS 

Survey reveals 
opposition to 
fire service cuts 

A REPORT has revealed strong public 
opposition to cuts to the fire service. 

The independent report published 
yesterday is based on 1,654 consultation 
surveys received by Suffolk County Council. 

The report, produced by Opinion 
Research Services, details responses to 
plans to save £1.24million by cutting the 
fire service, including removing one fire 
engine from Bury St Edmunds fire station, 
and replacing an engine at Sudbury fire 
station with a rapid response vehicle. 

The report says that 77 per cent of 
respondents disagreed with the Bury St 
Edmunds proposals, while 62 per cent 
disagreed with the Sudbury proposals. 

A campaign which asked residents just 
to fill out the Sudbury section of the survey 
received 4,090 responses - all of which 
strongly disagreed with the proposals. 

There were also two petitions opposing 
the cuts - one signed by 6.184 people, the 
other was signed by 5,255 people. 

No decisions have yet been made on the 
fire service cuts, and county council cabinet 
member Matthew Hicks says he is working 
with the Chief Fire Officer to ensure the 
report is fully taken into account when 
the proposals are presented to cabinet on 
Tuesday, May 17.

Arson attack on cars 

THREE cars were deliberately set on fire in 
Haverhill's Chauntry Road in the early hours of 
yesterday morning. 

Firefighters received multiple calls to the scene 
and arrived at 3.58am to find three cars well 
alight. Two sets of breathing apparatus and two 
hose reel jets were used to put out the blaze. It 
was under control by 4.37am and firefighters left 
at 5.05am. The cause of the fire is thought to be 
deliberate and police have been contacted.

Safety concerns 
over homes plan 


PROPOSALS to build 30 new 
homes in north-west Haver¬ 
hill have sparked concerns 
about road safety. 

A planning application 
was submitted last month to 
build the homes on what is 
currently a field north of the 
town’s Brickfields Drive. 

But councillors and resi¬ 
dents say children could be 
placed at risk by the effect of 
the development on traffic. 

The proposals, submitted 
by the Trustees of The Vestey 
1993 Settlement, suggest 
creating two, three and four- 
bedroom houses, as well as 
garages and public open 
space, including a small play 
area. 

At a meeting of Haverhill 
Town Council’s planning 
committee on Tuesday, 
councillors said that chil¬ 
dren from the development 
were likely to travel down 
Brickfields Drive to a larger 
play area nearby. 

They expressed safety 
concerns as the road is nar¬ 
row and has no pavement

and many parked cars. 

Brickfields Drive is one 
of just two suggested main 
access routes onto the pro¬ 
posed development - mean¬ 
ing that the development 
could spell a significant in¬ 
crease in traffic on the quiet 
residential street. 

The councillors’ concerns 
were echoed in letters of ob¬ 
jection sent to St Edmunds- 
bury Borough Council. 

One resident wrote that 
drivers would inevitably 
choose Brickfields Drive as 
a means of access to avoid 
a car-choked mini-round¬ 
about, adding: “This will 
increase traffic significantly 
along our stretch of the road 
and could potentially be 
very dangerous to children 
who do not have a pave¬ 
ment to walk upon when 
going down to the park.” 

The resident suggested 
putting bollards at the end 


of Brickfields Drive to cut off 
access to the proposed de¬ 
velopment. 

Town councillors suggest¬ 
ed creating a pavement on 
Brickfields Drive for young¬ 
sters to walk on. 

The town council plan¬ 
ning committee submitted 
a comment to St Edmunds- 
bury Borough Council say¬ 
ing they did not object to the 
proposals provided some¬ 
thing was done to improve 
safety on Brickfields Drive. 

They also requested that 
as the site is on the pro¬ 
posed land for the 1,150- 
home North-West Haverhill 
development, it triggered 
the building of a north-west 
Haverhill relief road. 

The application must now 
go before St Edmundsbury 
Borough Council’s planning 
committee to be decided.

Enterprise zone 
attracting firms 



NEW businesses are in talks 
about coming to Haverhill - 
as a zone offering benefits to 
companies is launched. 

The “Cambridge Com¬ 
pass” Enterprise Zone (EZ), 
which includes Haverhill 
Research Park (HRP), in 
Four Counties Way, went live 
on Friday. 

The zone means business¬

developements] coming on 
stream in the town soon, 
HRP becomes a compelling 
choice.” 

Cllr John Griffiths, leader 
of St Edmundsbury Borough 
Council, added: “I am aware 
that there have already been 
enquiries and I can’t wait to 
greet the first businesses to 
our enterprise zones.” 

Mark Reeve, chair of the 
Greater Cambridge Greater 
Peterborough LEP, which 
secured the zone, said: “We 
know that there are a num¬ 
ber of companies very close 
to signed deals on sites and 
premises within the Cam¬ 
bridge Compass Enterprise 
Zone, and we look for¬ 
ward to making further an¬ 
nouncements very soon.” 

As well as the benefits to 
businesses on the research 
park, money collected 
from business rates in the 
zone will go to the borough 


council rather than central 
government for the next 25 
years. This means the cash 
can be reinvested in indus¬ 
try locally. 

Cllr Griffiths said: “Enter¬ 
prise zones are about creat¬ 
ing more local jobs, increas¬ 
ing and diversifying the 
local skills base, and overall 
increasing the wealth and 
prosperity of our residents.” 

HRP is the only one of the 
five sites in the “Cambridge 
Compass” located south of 
the city. 

Mr Rumsey continued: 
“By being included in the 
Cambridge Compass Enter¬ 
prise Zone this underlines 
Haverhill’s strategic impor¬ 
tance in the Greater Cam¬ 
bridge area.” 

He was not able to an¬ 
nounce when the first HRP 
occupiers were likely to set 
up on the site.

A CHILDREN’S playground has 
received a new coat of paint and 
the promise of more equipment 
after parents launched a petition 
to get it refurbished. 

Parents Clare Reeve, of Haver¬ 
hill’s Cambridge Way, and Ben 
Brangwin, of the town’s Forest 
Glade, started their campaign to 
get the play area in Howe Road re¬ 
furbished last summer. 

They launched an online pe¬ 
tition, which was signed by 385 
people, as well as receiving nu¬ 
merous comments.

But Ms Reeve said after the cam¬ 
paigners met a St Edmundsbury 
Borough Council operations man¬ 
ager, they were told the play area 
would be repainted by the end of 
March and fully refurbished next 
year. 

Ms Reeve, mother of Poppy, 7, 


and Arty, 2, discovered the play¬ 
ground had been painted when 
she went down to take some pic¬ 
tures. She said: “The sun was out 
and I thought: ‘Finally’.” 

She added that she believed the 
parents’ petition had been instru¬ 
mental in getting the work done, 
saying: “I do think it was just as 


case of bringing it into aware¬ 
ness.” 

As well as the paint, the tractor¬ 
shaped climbing frame in the play 
area has received a new toy wheel 
after the last one was ripped off 
by vandals, leaving exposed metal 
edges. 

Ms Reeve said: “Quite honestly, 


just to have the painting done 
and tractor wheel replaced has 
brought such a lovely start to the 
spring and summer months. Pop¬ 
py and Arty love it.” 

A St Edmundsbury Borough 
Council spokesperson confirmed 
that refurbishment of the park was 
scheduled for 2017/18.
